Grain Storage 

Beyond a doubt, the safest place to 
store grain is in a licensed country or 
terminal elevator. However, it is not 
unlikely that considerable quantities 
will, of necessity, be stored on the 
farm. 

If sound weather-proof farm stor¬ 
age Is inadequate, information on 
suitable inexpensive structures wUl 
be welcome. 

An excellent bulletin, entitled 
“Storing Grain on the Farm.” has 
been issued by the Manitoba Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and Immigra¬ 
tion. Winnipeg. Several types of tem¬ 
porary and permanent structures are 
described and illustrated, together 
with details on construction. There 
are few, if any. farmers to whom this 
bulletin will not be of use. Morris 
bins, snow fence bins and woven wire 
bins are not costly and. if properly 
constructed, will keep grain in good 
condition. They must, of course, be 
covered with hay. straw or sheaves. 

Circular No. 34. distributed by the 0 ff er . 
Agricultural Extension Service, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton, 
also contains a number of useful workei 
suggestions, particularly respecting j 
coverings for temporary bins and . 
protection against damage to grain at nouse\ 
bin bottoms caused by soil moisture, { jv <
